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CANDY TINS 

In the early 1900s, 
British candy 
and cookie companies 
began to decorate 
their tin packages 
with images of dogs 
(a foolproof way 
to entice children and 
adults alike). American 
makers soon fol- 
lowed suit, and both 
sides of the pond 
utilized canine themes 
through the 1950s. 
The most valuable tins 
will be stamped with 
the name of the maker 
on the bottom. Beware 
of items bearing 
nutrition labels, which 
did not become a 
requirement until 1990. 
While sweet, they’re 
simply reproductions 
of antiques.

PLAYING CARDS 

Possibly the most 
versatile of all dog 
collectibles (you 
can frame them, string 
them as garland, 
use them as gift tags, 
and more), pooch- 
themed decks of cards 
were first dealt out 
in the 1950s. Don’t 
consider it a bad hand 
if you come across 
a deck missing a few 
cards. The illustra- 
tions are the draw, and 
therefore quantity 
doesn’t have much 
effect on price. 
FETCHES: $5 for a 
loose stack; $10 for an 
unopened package

DOG SHOW 
TROPHIES 

Awards from dog 
shows past come with 
a convenient bonus— 
you’ll always know 
your treasure’s exact 
provenance, because 
the pieces are marked 
with the city and 
date. Hand-engraved, 
sterling silver tro- 
phies were common- 
place prior to the 
1930s (and remain the 
standard with high- 
profile shows such as 
Westminster). Thanks 
to their quality 
materials, they com- 
mand top dollar. 


More recent, non- 
sterling examples, 
especially those from 
the 1960s and later, are 
made from wood, resin, 
and silver plate and 
go for significantly less. 
Still, they can make 
for a winning vignette 
when items of 
varying heights and 
shapes are displayed 
in a single grouping 
as shown here.

Recruit 
a few friends and their dogs 
to accompany you and Simon on 
your next walk. (Canines feel 
safety in numbers!) Start with 
a short distance such as a 
driveway or neighborhood block, 
and provide lots of praise and 
treats for any progress forward. 
Repeat this routine daily, 
gradually expanding the route 
and reducing the number of 
companions in tow. Within a 
few weeks Simon should grow 
to enjoy his outdoor strolls.

fM If you plan to sell the milk, look to a high producing milker, such as the 
Imm Holstein-Friesian (shown above). Be prepared for the milk to flow— a happy 
Holstein can easily produce 9 gallons per day! The breed’s milk contains less 
butterfat (cream) than others, so if you have an interest in making cheese 
or butter, a higher cream producer, like the Jersey cow, is better suited for the job. 
As herd animals, cows do prefer to live among their own. However, other barnyard 
species such as goats and docile horses can also serve as great companions.

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LIVING HISTORY 


The oldest building on Washington's Vashon Island has been continuously 
inhabited for 135 years. But it wasn't untii its most recent owner moved in and 
began a decade-iong restoration that the structure truiy came to iife.

P racticality was the first reason 
; restaurant owner-turned-dairy 
farmer Kurt Timmermeister was 
drawn to the 1880s log house 

he now calls home. A fixer-upper 

located on Washington’s Vashon Island, it was a 
bargain compared to the other homes he’d been 
looking at in nearby Seattle. In time, the neglected 
structure and its 4 acres of farmland became 
a labor of love and, ultimately, a way of life. 

Upon purchasing the property in 1992, Kurt’s 
first order of business was to relocate the 
entire cabin so it didn’t rest right on the property 
line. “It felt wrong for a structure this old to 
be so close to its neighbors,” he says. “The move 
helped it feel set off, as it would have been 


originally.” Kurt hired a 
crew to shift the structure 
back 100 feet and place 
it on a newly poured con- 
crete foundation. 

When it came to restoring 
the home, Kurt relied on 
old photographs from the 
local historical society to 
stay true to the original 
20-foot by 30-foot floor plan, with a living room 
and dining room downstairs, two bedrooms 
upstairs, and a tiny bathroom hidden below the 
staircase. Wanting a large, chef-worthy kitchen 
but not wanting to disrupt the home’s footprint 
to add one, Kurt opted to build a spacious, 
chef-worthy cookhouse in an outbuilding 30 
feet from the cabin. Rounding out the overhaul 
were necessities such as replacing rotted logs, 
installing a new roof and gutters, and equipping 
the home with improved wiring, heating, and 
plumbing. 

From there, Kurt began to outfit (he’s quick 
to avoid the word “decorate”) the restored 
cabin with simple, understated pieces that felt 
in keeping with the historic structure. 


DINING ROOM 

To contrast with the raw 
wood paneling in most 
of the cabin, Kurt treated 
the dining room walls 
with a soft whitewash. 

GUEST BEDROOM

“Whether it was a new piece of furniture or 
a vintage area rug, I tried to pick things with a 
bit of humility and patina,” he says. Altogether 
the inside-and-out project took nearly 10 years 
(completed in 2002), largely due to budget. 
“The contractor would work for a couple of 
months and then hand me a whopping bill,” 
Kurt says. “It would take me twice that long to 
pay it off.” 

Fortunately, Kurt’s love for living on the 
land never wavered— in no small part thanks 
to large dinner parties held on the property 
during the renovation. “We would sit at long 
tables overlooking the grounds and eat 
meat and vegetables grown in that very spot,” 
he explains. “I fell in love with the lifestyle.” 


In fact, the dinners led him 
to do something he never 
intended when he bought a 
farm: become a full-time 
farmer. “I just got hooked on 
it,” he says of his decision 
to sell his restaurant and buy 
8 additional acres of 
adjoining property. While 
he continued to tend a 
vegetable garden and raise 
pigs and goats, he began 
to focus his efforts on Jersey 
cows and making cheese and ice cream from 
their milk supply. Today Kurt has a herd that’s 16 
strong, and his Kurtwood Farms dairy goods can 
be found in 36 grocery stores and 25 restaurants 
in the Seattle area. 

Though the farm is now his place of business, 
Kurt considers the cabin itself an oasis and 
takes delight in the fact that people have lived 
in it continually for more than a century. “A 
lot of things have happened in this house that 
give it depth and texture,” he says. “There are 
places you just naturally put your hand where 
the wood has worn down beautifully. You can 
see where people have walked the same paths 
over and over. There’s a rough-hewn spirit you 
just wouldn’t find in a modern house.” 
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The Boston ivy charts r 
its unpredictable course 
alcfngside the concrete 
walls of the cookhouse.

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I I ulie and Jimmy Cash have always had a 
love for the West— its rugged mountains, 
dense evergreen forests, and rustic log 
cabins. “I was forever taking pictures of 
old log houses with the hope of having 
one someday,” says Julie. So, when the Birming- 
ham, Alabama-based couple decided on a 
family retreat at the top of Georgia’s Lookout 
Mountain, it was finally the chance to build their 
own little cabin in the woods. As the Cashes 
dreamed up the design, Julie wanted to make 
sure their new home looked as authentic as 
the ones she’d admired throughout her travels. 
“If we couldn’t have old logs, then I didn’t want 
it,” she says. 

Teaming up with nearby Walden Log Homes 
(waldenloghomes.com) proved to be the perfect 


solution. Based in Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
the company scours the country for falling- 
down and soon-to-be-demolished structures, 
then works with the owners to salvage the 
logs, barnwood, beams, and anything else they 
can repurpose into newly built homes filled 
with age, character, and charm. 

From the hemlock ceiling beams to the 
300-year-old heart pine floors, nearly 80% of the 
Cashes’ cabin is made of reclaimed materials. 
Sourced from barns in Tennessee and Virginia 
and a mill in South Carolina, the home’s materi- 
als have roots throughout the South, with each 
piece of wood adding its own history. “We’re 
just the latest caretakers of these logs,” says 
Julie. “They have a real story to tell. Each time 
you look at them, you see something different.” 


STAIRWELL 

Julie sought out as much 
reclaimed red barn- 
wood as she could get, 
resulting in washes 
of the nostalgic color 
throughout the house. 
The railing, like that 
on the front porch, is 
made of poles salvaged 
from Virginia tobacco 
barns. Retro metal signs 
add a graphic touch, 
and every August 
Julie hits the World’s 
Longest Yard Sale 
(727sale.com) to add 
to her collection. The 
sconce is an old carriage 
lantern she found at 
a Birmingham antiques 
store. 

LIBRARY 

Stately black-and-white 
buffalo check wing 
chairs provide a cozy 
spot for recreation 
or reading. Carpenter 
Bobby Gaydon crafted 
the built-in book- 
shelves out of tobacco 
poles and unsanded 
barnwood, adding the 
classic Z design to 
mimic the interior doors 
throughout the house. 
The hefty scale of the 
room’s rectangular 
poplar logs adds age- 
old architectural 
interest. (Most reclaimed 
logs run about 6 
inches in diameter, but 
the Cashes’ measure 
an impressive 14 to 22 
inches thick.) The 
material between each 
is Walden Log Homes’ 
own mix of mortar 
chinking. “Because the 
logs have already 
stood the test of time, 
we can use a more 
authentic-looking 
material rather than a 
synthetic one,” says 
Dan Robinson, co- 
owner of the company. 
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DINING ROOM 

A mix of black 
Windsors hand-crafted 
by Lawrence Crouse 
Workshop {lawrence 
crouse.com) surrounds 
the farm table. The 
painted bench is a 
throwback to Jimmy’s 
childhood “when 
there was always a 
bench for the kids to 
sit on,” he says. In 
between the beams, 
Julie painted the 
paneled ceiling— made 
of new wood— Snow 
White by Benjamin 
Moore, a look she 
continued throughout 
the house. “With so 
much natural wood, I 
wanted to create a 
visual break,” she says. 
She only ever painted 
new wood, though, 
not wanting to alter 
the finish of any of 
the reclaimed materials. 
The antique German 
Black Forest antler 
chandelier was a lucky 
antiquing find. It and 
the Navajo-patterned 
rug reflect the home’s 
Western influence. 

KITCHEN 

Crafted by Birmingham 
artisan Gary Sasnett, a 
surround of rustic barn- 
wood cabinets, topped 
with teak countertops, 
makes for a kitchen 
with lots of warmth and 
texture.

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N ever underestimate the importance 
of the land when it comes to design- 
ing a house, and specifically, a 
log cabin. “So much of our work is 
responsive to what the site offers,” 
says architect Kevin Burke of Jackson, Wyoming. 
And when a Texas couple approached Kevin, a 
partner at Carney Logan Burke Architects, P.C., 
about designing a log home getaway on their idyllic 
4-acre lot— complete with a creek and two ponds— 
Kevin took nearly every cue from the property. He 
also had to listen to the law: Due to legislation 
in Teton County, traditional log house construction 
is not allowed (it’s not the most environmentally 
friendly). So Kevin designed a half-log residence 
that looks like a classic log home but performs 
to today’s energy standards. “We installed log siding 
both on the outside and on the inside of the 
stick-frame exterior walls,” he says. “To anyone 
walking in, it appears like a true log house.” 

Meanwhile, the homeowner, a former interior 
designer, scoured the country for pieces that 
give the space a real sense of place. From locally 
sourced landscape paintings to Western-inspired 
bedding, here are 10 ways she cozied up the “cabin” 
so that its guests— it sleeps up to 26!— can feel 
right at home on the Teton range. 


1. SENTIMENTAL 
COLLECTIONS 

In the dining room, an 
assortment of pewter adds 
patina to the space. The 
gallery wall of nature- 
inspired paintings includes 
an oil of aspens by landscape 
artist David Grossmann. 

2. COZY RUGS 

Colorful floor coverings 
add warmth throughout 
the home. For example, the 
trellis dining table sits on 
a custom find from The New 
England Collection (thenew 
englandcollection.com). 

3 XUFTED TABLE 

“Cabin” doesn’t have to 
be synonymous with 
“masculine.”

Afraid that too much 
wood might be stifling, the 
homeowners chose to 
paint the kitchen cabinets 
Smoky Ash by Benjamin 
Moore. “We were a little 
surprised they wanted 
color on the cabinets, but 
in the end, it was a really 
smart move,” says Kevin. 
The result is an airy swathe 
among the paneling in 
surrounding rooms. 
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5. SlDE-BY-SlDE 
GUEST BEDS 

Because the “Bird Suite” is 
long and narrow, the home- 
owners chose to forego 
a king-size bed and instead 
opted for two queen-size 
iron beds from Garnet Hill 
(gamethill.com) to more 
symmetrically fill the space. 
The green chinoiserie- 
inspired chest came from the 
“scratch-and-dent” section 
of the Wisteria store in Dallas, 
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“WE WANTED TO MAKE THIS A WARM, 
HAPPY, AND INVITING HOME 
FOR ALL OF OUR FRIENDS AND FAMILY 
FROM THE VERY START.” 


6. WHIMSICAL 
HEADBOARD 

Vacation honnes shouldn’t 
take themselves too 
seriously. The Claudette 
headboard from Ballard 
Designs (ballarddesigns 
.com) adds chirpy, nature- 
inspired charm to the 
master bedroom. 

7. COZY BEDDING 

Are colorful Pendleton 
throws expected in a log 
cabin? Probably. But the 
homeowner chose a more 
subdued brown version 
(pendleton-usa.com) for 
the bedroom and paired 
it with a cream matelasse. 

8. SLEEP-A-CROWD 
BUNK ROOM 

Instead of traditional twin- 
size bunk beds, the home- 
owners decided to build six 
queen-size versions. The 
room also contains two twin 
beds, bringing the sleeping 
total in this space alone 
to 14 people. Talk about a 
slumber party! 

9. FUNCTIONAL 
BUILT-INS 

Each sleeping space features 
a hollowed-out alcove with 
its own outlet for recharging 
mobile devices and a custom 
sconce (uncommonmarket 
dallas.com) for late-night 
reading.

Chopped roasted saited peanuts, 
for garnish 

Smoky Pita Chips 

1. Combine sweet potatoes, onion, 
garlic, ginger, stock, tomatoes, cumin, 
cinnamon (if desired), 1 cup water, 
and 1 teaspoon each salt and pepper 
in a 6-quart slow cooker. Cover and 
cook until potatoes are tender, on low 
for 7 to 8 hours or high for 3 V 2 to 
4 V 2 hours.

Discard thyme sprigs 
and bay leaf. Season with salt and 
pepper. 

4. Serve topped with thyme leaves 
and Pickled Red Onions, and corn- 
bread alongside. 

Pickled Red Onions Stir together
